From the earliest history of the race, milk 
has been universally »sed as bn article of 
food, and, coupled with hone,!, has frequent­ 
ly been used as a symbol of excellence and 
abundance. 
Though the cow of the bovine 
genus of animals has been mostly relied ou 
for the production of milk for human food; 
yet with many nations and tribes, the milk of 
a val iety of other animals Is used. 
The Be­ 
douins and Tartars of Central Asia, use the 
milk of mares, and the Arab of the desert re­ 
lies chiefly on the milk of his camel for food 
during long Journeys. 
In Switzerland and 
southern Europe the milk or goats is exten 
slvely used for food, and is manufactured into 
cheese, and exported to various parts of th* 
world. 
In France large flocks of sheep are 
kept for their milk. 
The production of milk is the special func­ 
tion of the female of that largo class of ani­ 
mals known as mammalia; which em braces^ 
large portion of all land animals known, ex 
cept birds and reptiles. 
Nature’s special ob. 
lect in its production, is the nourishment of 
its young; and no food can be substituted for 
this class of animals that contains the prop­ 
er nutritious clements so nicely combined, as 
this bland and healthful fluid—milk. 
The mammary gland, whose special func­ 
tion is its production, is composed of an im­ 
mense number of peculiar cells, each cell hav­ 
ing a duct which c « n ects it with other cells 
and ducts, which uniting form larger ducts, 
and all converging towards the teat. 
The se­ 
cretion of milk, Jike all other secretions, is u 
vital process ; and as such Is beyond our ken. 
As yet the learned scientist is unable to ex­ 
plain the vital processes, whereby the various 
animal products are formed. 
We cannot tell 
how or why, from the blood, one gland should 
secrete tears, another'bile, another saliva,and 
another milk. 
The most that we can Bhow-, 
Is the anatomy of the glands and some of the 
conditions that affect favorably or unfavor- 
aby the quantity or quality of the secretions. 
Early after impregnation there is un enlarge­ 
ment of the mammary gland. 
The develop­ 
ment continues during the entire term until 
the young is brought forth, when it is fully 
ready to furnish nutrim ent for the offspring. 
But a i yet no milk has been formed. 
The 
gland, (or udder as it is called in the cow; is 
at this period In a highly congested state, be­ 
ing charged with blood to its fullest capacity. 
The udder does ^nolact as a reservoir to con­ 
tain the milk; but as a machine to separate, 
or form from the blood, milk. 
The natural 
stimulus to tho gland, to induce it to perform 
its peculiar function is the presence of the 
c a lf; next to this is the presence and gentle 
manipulations of a kind milker. 
Tile forma­ 
tion or the making of the milk is in no sense 
under the control of the trill ; but rather of 
the emotions. 
The instinctive loving desire 
of the mother to feed her young, I;: in itself 
the most favorable condition of mind for milk 
production. 
Innocent, well meaning cows 
are often charged with being ugly, and will­ 
fully “ holding up” their milk, when the real 
cause is the brutal and abusive treatm ent they 
have received, which has so irritated and ex­ 
cited the nervous system as to make it im ­ 
possible to resjiond even to the demaud of 
their young, oc the milker. 
All causes of 
whatever kind which exhaust the vital forces 
of the animal, materially limit the quantity, 
and change the quality of the milk. 
Cows 
that are exposed to driving winds, cold and 
storms, produce not only less milk, b u t.their 
milk contains less butler; because the olea­ 
ginous jiortion has been taken up by the res­ 
piratory process In the effort of nature to 
keep warm. 
Cows that are driven far to.pas- 
ture, or have to make considerable muscular 
effort, by feeding on side-hills, give milk that 
is defective in butter, but abundant iii canine 
or cheese. 
So on the other hand, cows that 
are well fed, make little muscular effort, are 
kindly treated and kept warm make more but­ 
ter aud less cheese. 
Dairy farmers should 
carefully study all the physiological conditions 
which influence tho production of milk; for to 
a great extent, the profit or loss resides in the 
attention or negligence of these conditions.

From the earliest history of the race, milk 
has been universally *sed as bn article of 
food, and. coupled with honeX, has frequent­ 
ly been used as a symbol of excellence and 
abundance. Though the cow of the bovine 
genus of animal3 has been mostly relied on 
for the production of milk for human food; 
yet with many nations and tribes, the milk of 
a variety of other animals is used. The Be­ 
douins and Tartars or Central Asia, use the 
milk of mares, and the Arab oí the desert re­ 
lies chiefly on the milk of his camel for food 
during long journeys. In Switzerland and 
southern Europe the milk of goats is exten­ 
sively used for food, and is manufactured into 
cheese, and exported to various parts of the 
world. In France large flocks of sheep are 
kept for their milk. 
The production of milk is the special func­ 
tion of the female of that large class of ani­ 
mals known as mammalia; which embracesja 
large portion of all land animals known, ex 
cept birds and reptiles. Nature’s special ob­ 
ject in its production, is the nourishment of 
its young; and no food can be substituted for 
this class of auimals that contains the prop­ 
er nutritious elements so nicely combined, as 
this bland and healthful fluid—milk. 
The mammary gland, whose special func­ 
tion is its production, is composed of an im­ 
mense number of peculiar cells, each cell hav­ 
ing a duct which cssinects it with other cells 
and ducts, which uniting form larger ducts, 
and all converging towards the teat. The se­ 
cretion of milk, like all other secretions, is a 
vital process ; and a3 such is beyond our ken. 
As yet the learned scientist is unable to ex­ 
plain the vital processes, whereby the various 
animal products are formed. We cannot tell 
how or why, from the blood, one gland should- 
secrete tears, anotherbile, another saliva,and 
another milk. The most that we can show- 
is the anatomy of the glands and some of the 
conditions that affect favorably or unfavor- 
aby the quantity or quality of the secretions. 
Early after impregnation there is an enlarge­ 
ment of the mammary gland. The develop­ 
ment continues during the entire term until 
the yonng is brought forth, when it is fully 
ready to furnish nutriment for the offspring. 
But as yet no milk has been formed. The 
gland, (or udder as it is called in the cow; is 
at this period in a highly congested state, be­ 
ing charged with blood to its fullest capacity. 
The udder does ¡[liolact as a reservoir to con­ 
tain the milk; but as a machine to separate, 
or form from the blood, milk. The natural 
stimulus to the gland, to induce it to perform 
its peculiar function is the presence of the 
calf; next to this is the presence and gentle 
manipulations of a kind milker. The forma­ 
tion or the making of the milk is in no sense 
under the control of the will ; but rather of 
the emotions. The instinctive loving desire 
of the mother to feed her young, is in itself 
the most favorable condition of mind for milk 
production. Innocent, well meaning cows 
are often charged with being ngly, and will­ 
fully “ holding up” their inilk, when the real 
cause is the brutal and abusive treatment they 
have received, which has so irritated and ex­ 
cited the nervous system as to make it im­ 
possible to respond even to the demand of 
their young, oi; the milker. All causes of 
whatever kind which exhaust the vital forces 
of the animal, materially limit the quantity, 
and change the quality of the milk. Cows 
that are exposed to driving winds, cold and 
storms, produce not only less milk, but-their 
milk contaius less butter; because the olea­ 
ginous portion has been taken up by the res­ 
piratory process in the effort of nature to 
keep warm. Cows that are driven far to.pas- 
ture, or have to make considerable muscular 
eflort, by feeding on side-hills, give milk that 
Í3 defective in butter, but abundant iu casine 
or cheese. So on the other hand, cows that 
are well fed, make little muscular effort, are 
kindly treated and kept warm make more but­ 
ter and less cheese. Dairy farmers should 
carefully study all the physiological conditions 
which influence the production of milk; for to 
a great extent, the profit or loss resides in the 
attention or negligence of these conditions.

The House Committee on Judiciary report 
that as all other property and rights of proper­ 
ty of person* engaged in the late rebellion 
have by general acts of amnesty and laws oí 
the United Stales been exempted from corifls 
cation there can be no reason for now retain­ 
ing on the statute book such acts and parts of 
acts a:i were very properly enacted to prevent 
aid and comfort to the enemy of the United 
State* during the war, which, by their impe­ 
diments to creditors of the United States in 
receiving their just dues, amount to con- 
flzcation thereof; and also tnat such acts to 
the same effect which were passed to binder 
and prevent disloyal persons whose Usabilities 
had not then been removed because of their 
participation in the rebellion frorn making 
any claim against the government for debts 
due and claim * not arising out of the rebellion 
prior thereto should also be repealed. The 
committee therefore rejort a bill repealing 
the joint resolution of March 2, 1867, prohib­ 
iting tbe payment of debts due by the United 
States before the war unless loy alty is proved 
and repealing the oath at present required of 
applicants for pensions.

A THIRTT-TWO STREAM EXHIBITI ON. 
While the twenty stream? were in full blast 
twelve additional one? were put on. and then 
the triumph was complete. 
The appearance of tbe street during tbe 
next five minute* beggars description. Along 
the line of Main street, between North street 
and the ca:.al bridge, the air seemed filled 
with water. 
The sun wa* -hining brightly at 
the time, ar;d it. rays failing upon the thirty 
two strong stream* a? they leapt! fiercely 
from the ntzz *•* of the lio.-eupinto the air, a 
distance of 150 feet, and then ia great mass­ 
es of wa‘(-r,or r -solving into showers of spray, 
fell back again to the earth, presented a bril­ 
liant and dazzling spectacle. 
Each stream 
produced it* own ornament as innumerable 
rainbows glittering gorgeously below, while 
meanwhile above them all a wreath of pearly 
crystals and diamond-iike drops was con­ 
stantly playing. 
The admiration of the spec­ 
tators knew no b und?, a n i from the great 
crowd arose a s iout,or ratii -r roar of applause, 
such as the street? of Rochester never re­ 
sounded with before. 
At 2:35 p. m. two strokes were sounded on 
the bell, the signal for dosing the streams and 
removing the pressure at the works in order 
to make preparation lor the live p-reat tests 
which were to clu-e the display. 
The crow i, 
although iheie was now an interval of thirty- 
five minutes before anything was to be done 
to gratify their curiosity, aid not diminish, 
bat seemed rather to increase. 
The first exhibition made after the long in­ 
terval was the throwing of 


THE TWO-INCH STREAM 
in front of the court house as announced on 
the programme. 
The stream crept slowly up 
till it reached a short distance above the roof 
of the court house, when suddenly it sprang 
upward and began to show signs of giving tbe 
statue of Justice surmounting the lofty dome 
a washing. 
The sight of such a body of wa­ 
ter thrown to such a height as it was furnish­ 
ed a beautiful spectacle. A glittering rainbow 
surrounded the dome like a wreath of honor. 
The statue itself shone as if made of burnish­ 
ed silver, and its reflection cast upon the mist 
gave the appearance of a double statue, or 
rather two slatui 3, one fixed but the other 
moveable, yielding to tne waves of sparkling 
spray falling about it. 


FOUR-INCH HORIZONTAL STREAM. 
If the exhibitions previously given wore such 
a? to call forth praise and admiration, the one 
given by this stream was, in truth, most aston­ 
ishing. 
After it had been playing only u few 
minutes every one thought ji was doing splen­ 
did work. 
They thought, however, it bad 
reached the full extent ór its power, and the 
crowd began to close up to it. 
Of this they 
soon after repented, as wiih a spring the water 
shot suddenly forward and continued to in­ 
crease its distance until the astonishing sight 
was presented of a four-inch stream issuing 
from a pipe, arching gracefully iu the air, and 
striking the ground ul a distance of 460 feet 
frorn the point of starling. 
This distance took 
it far below the Rochester .Savings Bank on 
the corner of Fitzhugb street. 


THE THREE-INCH VERTICAL STREAM. 
At 3:40 P. M. the horizontal stream was 
shut of! and the delivery pipe raised to a verti­ 
cal position. 
The water w.is then immediately 
let on and the stream crept gradually up until 
the height of 285 feet was reached. 
Crowds 
of people were si aliened on Power's block, in 
the windows and ou the tower. 
Tlie-ie were 
well sprinkled with water carried over upon 
the building by the wind. 
This stream was a 
verv powerful one. 


THE FOUR-INCH VERTICAL STREAM. 
Cutting oil the three-inch stream, the mouth­ 
piece was removed, und another one, adapted 
for a four-inch delivery, fastened in its place. 
But little time was occupied by this change, 
and soon another line stream, four inches in 
diameter, was seen mounting in the air. This 
stream reached ihc extraordinary height of 
297 feet. 
Aflcr it had played the allotted 
time, the water was abut" off, the nozzle 
changed, and in a few minutes the great 


FIVE-INCH VERTICAL STREAM 
was In operation. It would seem hardly cred­ 
ible that a stream of water five inches In di­ 
ameter could bo forced by any system of ma­ 
chinery to a height far above tho one-inch 
streams thrown by lire engines. Nevertheless, 
such was the case, as thousands of people wit­ 
nessed to their infinite wonderment and sur­ 
prise. 
The height reached by this stream was 
250 feet, 52 feet higher than the eagle on the 
flagstaff oí the Powers’ block tower. 
Some 
idea of the force with which the water was 
thrown may be learned from the fact that two 
or three stones the size of a man’s fist, which 
had in some manner got into the pipes, wcro 
thrown into the air some distance above the 
surrounding buildings. 
At 4:40 P. M. the 
signal was given fo shul off the pressure, and 
thu grandest display of water works the world 
has ever seen was closed. 
In the four tests preceding the exhibition 
streams, the water flowed through fifty feet 
of hose. 
The heights reached were as fol­ 
lows: 
Fourteen one-inch streams 135 feet. 
Twenty-two ono-incli streams 135 feet. 
Thirty-two one-inch streams 135 feet. 
One two-inch stream 220 feet. 
One four-inch stream (horizontal) 465 feet. 
One three-inch stream 285.1 feet. 
One four-inch stream 297.5 feet. 
One five-inch stream 250.5 feet. 
The distance thrown by the horizontal four- 
inch stream was of course immediately ob­ 
tained by actual measurement. 
The 465 feet 
represent not the distance to which spray was 
thrown, but the distance to which the body of 
tho stream exteuded, or, In other words, "the 
point where it fell was at that great distance 
from the stand-pipe; for the spray certainly

I. Tim. 2: I, 2—I exhort therefore, that first 
of all supplications, prayers, intercessions 
and giving of thanks bo made • • * • for 
ail in authority, that we n a y lead a quiet 
aud peaceable life in all godliness and hon­ 
esty. 
Tho Inspired teachings of the church recog­ 
nized the favorable lofineoce resulting to per­ 
sons who sought to lead pions and honorable 
lives, from the wise and inst administration of 
the laws by all in authority. “ Rulers are not a 
terror to good works but to the evil.’’— 
They protect the virtuous from disquiet of 
mind and from the molestations of evil-minded 
men. 
The Apostles therefore enjoined the 
minister of Christ to make prominent in pub­ 
lic worship prayers for rulers, Including all. 
without exception, “ in authority.” 
Grades of official rank necessarily exist, but 
even the lowest grades are clothed with the 
resplendent robe of justice. 
The reply of a 
petty officer, “ shake me you shake lh® state,” 
expressed a grand truth. 
The sublime princi­ 
ple of justice cannot bo ignored by an inferior 
officer without working harm to the subjects 
of government. 
Hence the responsibility of 
those who accept office and the ambition 
which they should feel to meet it. 
It is Hie right of every citizen, and within 
the province of the Gospel minister, to review 
the public actions of all in authority. 
Iu tho 
exercise of this right I propose to consider th® 
report of the Excise, Commissioners made to 
our City Council a few days ago. 
First—The extraordinary powers conferred 
by law upon Hie Board of Excise challenges 
attention. 
Under the present statute the 
power 
of 
the 
Excise 
Commissioners to 
prohibit the sale of intoxicating liquors in 
quantities of less than five gallons st a lime 
is absolute. “It is entirely in tho discretion of 
these officers to grant or lo withhold from ev­ 
ery applicant. 
Tile i»oint has been definitely 
and repeatedly sett ledJbv the Supreme Court.” 
Sucli an investment of power is exceptional. 
it should uot 
occasion surprise that our 
Commissioners shrink from using tiffs power 
to Its full extent in the prohibition of the traf­ 
fic. Public sentiment dies not warrant it in 
Kingston. 
But there are one hundred towns 
and 
villages in tiffs 
stato now enjoying 
entire prohibition under Hic existing laws. 
Granting then (hut our 
Board of Excise 
have not felt themselves warranted in the ac­ 
tual suppression of the traffic In spirituous liq­ 
uors, what have they done towards regulating 
the sale of them in tho city ? 
Second—Having accepted Hie office their 
duty was plain. 
There can lie no m istake as 
to the evil that tho statute has in view. 
If 
the full power be not exercised so much ought 
I to lie as may be necessary to protect the com­ 
munity from tho evils which result from the 
uiirestricte I traffic in strong drinks. 
It is 
their duty “to regulate Hie sale of intoxicating 
liquors." 
What evidence have they furnished 
that a single applicant has been refused ? 
Have they put the slightest difficulty In the 
way of any man or woman to prevent the cor­ 
ruption of the morals and Hie impoverishment 
of our fcllow-citizens? 
Have they given the 
benefit of a doubt as to the meaning of the 
statute] to those citizens specially exposed to 
injury from the ravages of intemperance? 
The Commissioners 
report 
the granting 
of one 
hundred 
and 
seventy-eight 
li­ 
censes. 
One place licensed to 
one hun­ 
dred and twelve inhabitants. 
Tilt* proportion 
in New York city of licensed and unlicensed 
places is ooe to one hundred aud eighty, But 
a more serious aspect of that report appears 
iii the fact that one hundred and twenty-six 
of the whole number licensed are located in 
the Eastern Division alone. 
One to every 
nim-tv-six of men, women and children In 
Rondout an i Wilbur. 
Beside® the law gives 
the Board dis ret iv nu n j power over the li­ 
cense fee between $30 aud $250. 
Not the 
slightest discrimination has Iteeit used in the 
price charged between the most obscure seller 
and the large manufacturing and wholesale 
establishments—these 
latter Hie 
fountain 
heads of the drunkenness aud crime which 
disquiet the minds of men and |>oison the 
moral health of communities. 
My protest to­ 
night is against the indiscreet judgm ent and 
the indiscriminate action of the Excise Board. 
First—Justice has not beeu done to Hie law 
in Hie earning out of its ample provisions for 
“•Oppressing intemperance aud 
regulating 
the sale of Intoxicating liquors.” Second— 
The protection o f the people has not been se­ 
cured. 
It is impossible for laboring men in 
Rondout to go to aud from their daily toil 
without passing two or three scores of drink­ 
ing saloons, 
lf any have been weakened by 
strong drink and seek to resist it tem ptations 
crowd their patli and Hie atmosphere is pois­ 
oned with the off!avium exhaled from rotting 
beer casks aud Hie dregs of adulterated whis­ 
key. 
Third—Hie good nam • of Rondout is 
c nuproiniscd. 
It is Hic “ Black Hole” of our 
city. 
Strangers remark lo our shame the 
number of drinking saloons, and the fiagrant 
violation of the Sunday law—and to the injury 
of our business prospects. 
Third—What w ill you do about it ? is the 
question of the hour. 
The sale of intoxicating 
liquors can be controlled and the honor of the 
present statute vindicated. 
Three things are 
indispensable: First—Stop drinking; give no 
countenance to jts sale. The temperate drink­ 
er is no less guilty than the seller. 
Second- - 
Pray; prayer is power. 
Tiffs appeared in tho 
earliest stage of the temperance reform and 
is illustrated afresh in Hie mighty sweep of 
public sentiment in the wast. 
Third— " Vote 
as you pray.” Lot Hie jewel ut consistency 
glitter in your political action. 
The memory of Washington should furnish 
inspiration for fidelity to the grave trusts be­ 
longing to us us citizens in private life aud in 
official station. 
The need of the day is public 
men who feel their responsibility and obey con­ 
science, eveu as Washington in signing the 
death warrant of Andre.

Rev. Nr. Cooper on tbe Board of 
Excise. 
Rev. James Cooper, of the Rqndout Baptist 
Church, lustevening preached a sermon on 
the excise question, of which we present the 
following synopsis: 
* 
I. Tim. 2: 1,2—I exhort therefore, that first 
of all supplications, prayers, intercessions 
and giving of thanks be made * • * • for 
all iu authority, that we «ay lead a quiet 
and peaceable life in alt godliness and hon­ 
esty. 
The Inspired teachings of tbe church recog­ 
nized the favorable influence resulting to per­ 
sons who sought to lead pious and honorable 
lives, from the wise and lost administration of 
the laws by all in authority. “ Rulere are not a 
terror to good works but to the evlL”— 
They protect the virtuous from ulsquiet of 
mind and from the molestations of evil-minded 
men. Tbe Apostles therefore enjoined the 
minister of Christ to make prominent in pub­ 
lic worship prayers for rulers, including all. 
without exception, “ iu authority.” 
Grades of official rank necessarily exist, but 
even the lowest grades are clothed with the 
resplendent robe of justice. The reply of a 
petty officer, “ shake me you shake tbe state,” 
expressed a grand truth. The sublime princi­ 
ple of justice cannot be ignored by an inferior 
officer without working harm to the subjects 
of government. Heneo the responsibility of 
tb03e who accept office and the ambition 
which they should feel to meet it. 
It is the right of every citizen, and within 
the province of the Gospel minister, to review 
the public actions of all in authority. In tho 
exercise of this right I propose to consider the 
report of the Excise. Commissioners made to 
our City Council a few days ago. 
First—The extraordinary powers conferred 
by law upon tho Board of Excise challenges 
attention. 
Under the present statute the 
power of the Excise Commissioners to 
prohibit tbe sale Qf intoxicating liquors in 
quantities of less than five gallons at a lime 
is absolute. “It is entirely in the discretion of 
these officers to grant or to withhold from ev­ 
ery applicant. The point has been definitely 
and repeatedly settledjby the Supreme Court.” 
Such an investment of power 13 exceptional. 
It should uot occasion surprise that our 
Commissioners shrink from using this power 
to its full extent in the prohibition of the traf­ 
fic. Public sentiment does not warrant it in 
Kingston. But there arc one hundred towns 
and villages in this state now enjoying 
entire prohibition uuder the existing laws. 
Granting then that our Board of Excise 
have not felt themselves warranted in tbe ac­ 
tual suppression of the traffic In spirituous liq­ 
uors, what have they done towards regulating 
the sale of them in tho city ? 
Second—Having accepted the office their 
duty was plain. There can be no mistake as 
to the evil that the statute has in view. If 
the full power be not exercised so much ought 
to be as may be necessary to protect the com­ 
munity from the evils which result from the 
unrestricted traffic in strong drinks. It is 
their duty “to regulate the sale of intoxicating 
liquors.” What evidence have they furnished 
that a single applicant has been refused ? 
Have they put the slightest difficulty in the 
way of any man or woman to prevent the cor­ 
ruption of the morals and the impoverishment 
oí our fellow-citizens? llave they given the 
benefit of a doubt as to the meaning of the 
statute] to those citizens specially exposed to 
injury from the ravages of intemperance? 
The Commissioners report the granting 
of one hundred and seventy-eight 
li­ 
censes. One place licensed to one hun­ 
dred and twelve inhabitants. The proportion 
in New York city of licensed and unlicensed 
places is one to one hundred aud eighty, But 
a more serious aspect of that report appears 
in the fact that one hundred and twenty-six 
of the whole number licensed are located in 
the Eastern Division alone. One to every 
ninety-six of men, women and children in 
Rondout and Wilbur. Besides the law give» 
the Board discretionary power over the li­ 
cense fee between $30 and $250. Not the 
slightest discrimination has been used in the 
price charged between the most obscure seller 
and the large manufacturing and wholesale 
establishments—those latter the fountain 
heads of the drunkenness aud crime which 
disquiet the minds of men and poison the 
moral health of communities. My protest to­ 
night is against the indiscreet judgment and 
the indiscriminate action of the Excise Board. 
First—Justice Iris not been done to the law 
in the carrying out of its ample provisions for 
“suppressing intemperance and regulating 
the sale of intoxicating liquors.” Second— 
The protection of the people h as not been se­ 
cured. It is impossible for laboring men in 
Roudout to go to aud from their daily toil 
without passing two or three scores of drink­ 
ing saloons. If any have been weakened by 
strong drink and seek to resist it temptations 
crowd their path and the atmosphere is pois­ 
oned with the effluvium exhaled from rotting 
beer casks and the dreg3 of adulterated whis­ 
key. Third—The good name of Rondout is 
compromised. It is the “Black Hole” of our 
city. Strangers remark to our shame the 
number of drinking saloons, and the flagrant 
violation of the Sunday law—and to the injury 
of our business prospects. 
Third—What will you do about it ? is the 
question of the hour. The sale of intoxicating 
liquors can be controlled and the honor of the 
present statute vindicated. Three things are 
indispensable: First—Stop drinking; give no 
countenance to ¡13 sale. The temperate drink­ 
er is no les3 guilty than the seller. Second- - 
Pray; prayer is power. This appeared in tho 
earliest stage of the temperance reform and 
is illustrated atresh in the mighty sweep of 
public sentiment in the west. Third—“ Vote 
as you pray.” Let the jewel ot consistency 
glitter in your political action. 
The memory of Washington should furnish 
inspiration for fidelity to the grave trusts be­ 
longing to us as citizens in private life and in 
official station. The need of the day is public 
men who feel their responsibility and oboy con 
science, even as Washington in signing the 
death warraut of Andre.
